Church Reviews 14 Years 


On Sunday May 4 the 
growth of the church will be 
recalled {n anniversary ser- 
vices at 9:30 and 11:00 a.m, 
with Rev, Peter Ream of 
Fort Saskatchewan, Immed- 
fate Past-President of Al- 
berta Conference the guest 
speaker, Coffee and asoclal 
hour will follow the 11:00 
o'clock service, All friends 
and former members of the 
church are tovited, 

Early in 1954, many talks 
took place amongst Protas- 
tant citizens of St, Albert 
and District concerning the 
need for a church In the town 
which they might attend to- 
gether, As a result of a 
letter sent under the signa- 
tures of Dr, W, D, Cuts and 
Mr, Bert Sumner, about 70 
persons met at the Ball res- 
idence to discuss formation 
of such a church, Eleven 
different denominations 
were represented at that 
meeting, It was felt that In 
order to oftain the financial 
assistance necessary to 
bulld a church, [t should be 
part of one of the major 
denominations, Accordingly 
by unanimous decision 
plans were made to form a 
congregation of the United 
Chureh of Canada, 

On March 7, 1954, the 
first service of the new 
congregation waa held, inthe 
Club Mocombo, whoge man- 
agement mate the premises 


available, rent-free, on con- 
dition that the men of the 
congregation would make its 
main banquet hall ready for 
the service after the weekly 
cabaret dance concluded on 
Saturday night, This was 
done, and the duties faith- 
fully carried out until the 
congregation moved Into its 
own building, 

Rev, Dr, G H, Villett, 
then principal of Alberta 
College, was the original 
pastor and conducted the 
charter service on Easter 
Sunday, April 18, 1954, Mrs, 
Roy Kittlitz was the soloist 
and Mrs, E Hole was org- 
anist, A large number of 
members were recelved, in 
three groups, one by pro- 
feasion of faith, a second by 
transfer, and athird consis- 
ting of members of other 
denominations who wished to 
be associated with the 
church, were recogni ted as 
adherents, while retaining 
other tles, 

Land was secured on what 
was then Pron Street, later 
to front on the widened high- 
way, and the Arst sod was 
turned by Dr, Villett fn Aprtl

Many Celds of potatoes ta 
Alberta have a large sum- 
ber of plants missing from 
thelr rows and production ls 
sharply reduced, 

Dr, William T, Andrew, 
head, Horticulture Division 
University of Alberta says 
he became aware of the 
protiem when selecting lo- 
cations to measure the eff- 
ect of fertiliser on portatoes 
Ur, Andrew says he was 
looking for 150 foot portions 
of rows where no plants 
were missing, The idea 
was that [f some rows com 
talned only 100 plants and 
the others 150 plants, the 
researcher coukd not tell 
which fertilizer being tested 
was best, 

Yf rows did not contala an 
eqial number of plants, re- 
searchers would never know 
how good a fertilizer pro- 
gram was, or how effective 
irrigation was, or how well 
cultural practices or pest 
control programs worked 
out, 

“Cbviously,”” Dr, Andrew 
says, “‘a row with plants 
missing ts not going to reach 
optimum production because 
a plant that is not there

Board Buys 
New Scale 


The Agricultural Service 
Board received requests 
from the Sturgeon 4-H Coun- 
cll and farmers throughout 
the municipality to purch- 
ase a portable llvestuck 
scale, This scale would be 
made available to all farm- 
ers in the municipality for 
the purpose of weighing live~ 
stock, 

After considering the use 
that would be made of this 
scale, the service board de- 
cided to purchase one, with 
assistance from the Alberta 
Department of Agriculture 
Livestock Division, 

This scale is now ready 
for operation, It will be 
stored at the municipal off- 
ice in Morinville, Farmers 
who wish to use this scale 
may do so by calling at the 
service board office and 
contacting the fleldman, 

A deposit of Twenty Dol- 
lars ($20.00) must be left 
with the fleldman before 
the scale is taken, There Is 
a rental fee of Five Dollars 
(35,00) per day for the use of 
the scale, When It is re- 
turned and found to be in 
good condition, and rental 
is paid, the deposit will be 
refunded to the borrower, 

This scale can be pulled 
behind a car or small truck 
equipped with a ball joint

Did you receive a pot and pan advertisement in the mail 
recently”? The one where you Were selected as ‘‘one of 
the lucky ones’’, The price was $179,95 but since you so 
luckily received a credit certificate for #00 you can 
get the set for only $79,95, 

STOP - CHECK - DON’T GET “TOOK”, You can 
probably get comparable cookware on the market for 
a lot less, 

Do you really want a set of pots and pans to start 
with / No one material has yet been discovered that is 
best for all cooking purposes, 

First take an Inventory of the utensils which you 
already have and consider the function of each item, 
Before buying consider the following points: 

(1) SIZE: To fit the burner of your stove; suitable to 
size of family, 

(2) USE: For top of stove, oven cooking or both, used 
for serving, 

(3) SHAPE: Flat Bottom and straight sides make the best 
contact with the cooking surface, A slight taper 
will make stirring easier, 

(4) FINISH: Smooth for easy cleaning and dull to absorb 
more heat, 

(5) COVER: Non-warping and secure fitting, 

(6) HANDLES: Comfortable to grasp, securely fastened 
to the pan and non heat-conducting material, 

(7) MATERIAL: Durable, good quality and suitable to the 
use, 

Cast Iron - oldest and still one of the best for fry 
pans and the dutch oven, 

Heavy Aluminum - good for surface cookery, Medium 
weight for baking pans, 

Stainless Steel - by itself develops “hot spots’’ and ts 
good for baking but poor for sauces and puddings, 
Copper bottoms on stainless steel conduct heat more 
evenly, For best results the copper should not be 
shiny, Three ply (chrome coated, copper bottoms) give 
ease of maintenance plus even heat, 

Quality enamelware - very good for oven cooking, 
but must be handled carefully to avold chipping, 

Pyrex ovenware - and Nameproof glassware are better 
for oven than top of stove cooking, and can be taken 
from freezer to oven to table, 

In the words of Mrs, Edna Clarke, our Home Manage- 
ment Specialist at Calgary - ‘We should get over this 
mania for matching stuff up and concentrate more on 
choosing utensils {n accordance with versatility and 
functionalism, (Versatility means - the more things you 
can use {t for, the better; Funtionalism means - will 
{t cook the vittles without burning the bottom half?)’’ 

If you're considering buying some new pots and pans 
you'll be interested {n the October/67 ‘‘Consumer's 
Report’ ratings of cookware and what to look for,

Teachers Protest Bon Accord Action 


Following several meet- 
ings of the Sturgeon Local of 
the Alberta Teachers’ As- 
sociation, the following 
statement was prepared for 
publication {n the Gazette, 

There is certainly a need 
and place for more and bet- 
ter relations between the 
teachers and the parents of 
any school area, Coopera- 
tion based on such relations 
would be helpful in solving 
most of the local problems 
in education, 

‘Effective instruction and 
discipline tn any school de~ 
pend largely on the inter- 
relationship of pupils and 
teachers supported by par- 
ental confidence {n teach- 
ers,’’ said Marcel Schayes 
president of the Sturgeon 
Local of the Alberta Teach- 
ers’ Association, Mr, 
Schayes was commenting on 
a recent brief submitted t 
the Sturgeon School Board 
by the Board of Trade of 
Bon Accord, This brief was 
later released to the press, 
The stated main area of 
concern in this brief was 
that of school building, But 
certain allegations against 
the staff members of Bon 
Accord School seemed to 
have been added inthis brief 
unnecessarily, 

The staff members of Bon 
Accord school had already 
submitted a brief of their 
own, aimed at better and 
{improved building and other 
physical facilities in that 
school, It was felt by the 
teachers that most of the 
discipline and other admin- 
istrative problems arise out 
of the fragmented and scat- 
tered plant of the school, 

Following is the full text 
of Mr, Schayes statement: 

“We acknowledge and re- 
spect the right of all indi- 
viduals to be concerned 
about and criticize any in 
adequacies on the part of 
the teachers, However, we 
can only strongly deplore 
the type of statements made 
in a brief presented to the 
Sturgeon School Board by the 
Board of Trade of Bon Acc- 
ord, This brief was subse- 
quently published in the 
press, 

“This type of unsubstan- 
tlated statements and gen- 
eral castigation of the whole 
staff of Bon Accord school 
without any supporting evi- 
dence, can only do a lasting 
harm and be detrimental to 
the interest of the students 
of the school concerned, Ef- 
fective instruction and dis- 
cipline in any school depend 
largely on the inter-rela- 
tionship of pupils and teach- 
ers, supported by parental 
confidence in teachers, This 
parental confidence has ex- 
isted in the past as evi- 
denced by the remarkable 
academic achievements and 
successes of many Bon 
Accord students, It would 
be unfortunate if this rec- 
ord should suffer in any way 
as a result of the statements 
of a few Individuals, 

‘*Many of the staff mem- 
bers of Bon Accord school 
have distinguished them- 
selves professionally in the 
province, All of us, teach 
ers as well as parents, 
should be proud of this fact, 
But the type of criticism of 
the teachers in the said 
brief is not only destructive 
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and useless, but it tarnishes 
the professional reputation 
of many teachers who have 
given good and loyal service 
to the school for many years 
Such criticism will naturally 
have a negative effect onthe 
morale of the staff, and this 
would be detremental to the 
interest of all concerned, 

“Any attempt on the part 
of the parents to improve 
the educational facilities of 
their school should always 
be highly commended, It 
would appear that in this 
instance the action of this 
local group had already been 
preceded by representation 
to the school board by the 
teachers, This representa- 
tion by the teachers was 
aimed at improving the 
physical facilities at Bon 
Accord School for more eff- 
ective instruction and ad-

ministration, R is a great 
pity that the brief of Bon 
Accord Board of Trade did 
not confine itself to support- 
ing and strengthening the 
teachers’ request for bet-

“Other problems related 
to staff and administration 
should not have been a part 
of a brief containing such 
positive aims, These could 
well have been dealt with 
more constructively at the 
local level and as a separ- 
ate issue, 

‘We sincerely hope that 
this thoughtless action onthe 
part of a few individuals 
does not have apermanently 
deleterious effect on the 
laudable aspirations of the 
people of Bon Accord Schoal 
area to improve educational 
facilities, This action could
